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1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because superfluous language is 
used in this paragraph (i.e., "[t]he present invention is"). Correction Is required. See

2. Claims 1-8 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As per independent claim 1 , the tenn "correlation value" (line 7" should be - 
auto correlation value-, e.g.. see dependent claim 3 (line 3), independent claims 9, 14 
and 17. 

As per dependent claim 21 , "claim 21" is mistyped. 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or connposition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The claims recite a method for perfomriing a mathematical function. The claimed 
invention comprises a plurality of mental steps whereby the claimed mental steps are 
non-statutory subject matter. Specifically, the claimed method steps can be practiced 
mentally in conjunction with pen and paper. It is noted that the terms "memory medium" 
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[in independent claims] is merely Insignificant feature. It may be information in asheet 
of paper. 

However, in order for such a claimed computer-related process to be statutory, 
the method claims must include either a step that results: (1) in a physical 
transfoncnation outside the computer, (2) in a limitation to a practical application, or (3) 
performed specific machine/element(s). Accordingly, claims 1-13 are clearly directed to 
a non-statutory process. 

5. Claims 1-13 and 21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, or 35 U.S.C. 101 , set forth in this 
Office action. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited references are art of interest. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest the meethod / apparatus having the "determine 
an average auto correlation value" and " determining whether said generated random 
numbers are sufficiently random by comparing said determined average correlation 
value to a predetermined acceptance range" features as recited in independent 
claims.
